COrinth  the  Metropolis  oh  Achaiay  to 
the  Churches  of  which  this  Epiftle 
ftands  infcrib’d,  was  in  the  Age  of 
the  Apoftles  famous  for  Wealth  and 
Learning;  the  Commodioufnefs  of  their  Situation 
for  Commerce  brought  them  in  Abundance  of 
Wealth,  and  this  brought  in  Rhetoricians  and 
Philofophers  from  every  Quarter.  And,  what 
was  yet  an  higher  Commendation  of  this  polite 
and  wealthy  City,  the  Inhabitants  were,  many 
of  them,  well  difpos’d  to  receive  the  Golpel; 
for,  fo  much  our  Lord  himfelf  intimated  to 
St.  Paul  at  his  firft  coming  hither,  in  a  Vifion 
affuring  him,  that  he  had  much  People  in  this 
City .  But,  in  fo  populous  a  Place,  it  is  no 

J  B  wonder 


wonder  if  there  were  found  a  mixed  Multitude, 
if  amongft  the  well  difpofed,  there  were  fome 
that  were  otherwife  minded;  fome,  eafy  to  be 
drawn  afide  by  the  Vanity  of  Philofophy,  or, 
by  the  popular  Rhetoric  of  falfe  Apoftles,  en¬ 
gaged  in  Factions  for  their  Paul's,  and  Apol- 
los's ;  fome  felicitous  to  multiply  their  growing 
Stores,  others  as  induftrious  to  diffipate  them, 
in  all  the  Inftances  of  riotous  and  licentious 
Living.  ? 

Thefe  are  the  Shares  and  Temptations  which 
ordinarily  befet  a  profperous  State ;  with  fome 
of  thefe  were  many  of  the  Corinthians  entan¬ 
gled,  and  many  more,  probably,  endangered, 
when  the  good  and  careful  Phyfician  inter¬ 
pos’d  his  Advice  to  cure,  or,  at  leaft  to  flop 
the  growing  Evil;  for  the  Factious  and  Li¬ 
centious,  he  appoints  the  Remedies,  and  the 
Difcipline  proper  to  their  Cafes,  as  in  the  third 
and  fifth  Chapters  of  the  firfl  Epifble ;  and 
then  for  fuch  as  might  doat  too  much  upon 
their  Riches,  or  mifapply  them,  he  prepares 
the  elegant  and  moving  Application,  of  which 
my  Text  is  a  Part.

(In  the  Chapter  next  before  this  he  artfully 
reprefents  the  Forward  nefs  of  thofe  of  Mace¬ 
donia,  who,  under  many  Streights,  had  to  their 
Power ,  and  even  beyond  their  Power ,  contri¬ 
buted  to  the  Relief  of  their  Brethren ;  and  had 
been  fc  far  .from  needing  Exhortation  to  this, 
that  they  had,  of  their  own  Motion,  befought 
him  to  receive  their  Gift,  Si  4.  Nextr  he  lays 
before  them  a  moft  powerful  Motive  to  Libe¬ 
rality,  the  Grace  and  gracious  Example  of 

Chrif , 
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Chrifty  who,  for  their  Sake  became  Poor t‘  that 
they  by  his  Poverty  might  become  Rich,  $  9. 
And  then  clofes,  with  an  Anticipation  of  the 
moft  confiderable  Objection  to  ail  Arguments 
upon  this  Subjedl,  viz.  The  Fear  of  being 
impoverilh’d  by  their  Liberality,  alluring  them, 
that  as  God  had  promis’d,  he  was  both  faithful 
and  able  to  make  them,  not  the  poorer,  but 
the  richer  for  the  Alms  they  bellow’d,  to  mul¬ 
tiply  their  Dillributions  like  the  Seed  that  is 
J'own ,  $  10.  that  having,  continually,  a  , Suf¬ 
ficiency  in  all  Things,  they  might  always  have 
enough  for  themfelves,  and  for  every  proper 
Objedt  of  Charity  that  Ihould  be  offer’d  unto 
them. 

This  being  the  Scope  of  the  Argument,  I 
fhall,  in  pursuance  of  it,  beg  Leave  to  obferve 
to  you, 

I.  The  Nature,  Extent,  and  Obligation  of 
the  Duty  recommended;  the  Duty  of  a- 
bounding  to  good  Works. 

II.  The  Reafons  why  thofe  who  are  rich  in 
this  World,  as  the  Corinthians  were,  are, 
more  efpecially,  to  be  call’d  upon,  and 
prelfed  to  the  Performance  of  this  Duty. 

III.  The  Inducement  propounded,  God’s 
Ability  to  make  this  Grace  abound;  by 
way  of  Exhortation. 

I.  Firjl  then,  to  abound  unto  good  Works 
is  to  have  a  conftant  and  forward  Difpofition 
to  do  good,  and  this  to  exprefs  in  all  Adis  of 
Beneficence  to  all  Men,  on  all  Occafions,  on 

B  2  Principles 
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Principles  of  Faith  and  Charity,  of  Faith  in 

God,  and  Love  to  Mankind. 

This  implies,  that  a  Man  is  to  look  upon, 
himfelf  as  obliged  to  do  fome  good  in  his  Life  * 
not  Lent  into  the  World  barely  to  take  his  Pa- 
ftime  herein-,  not  born  for  himfelf,  nor  to  live 
for  himfelf,  to  feek  his  own,  and  that  only,  but 

every  one  his  Brother  s  Wealth. 

And,  according  to  this  Description,  it  is  not 
every  flafh  of  good  Nature,  or  every  eafy  Con- 
ceffion  wrung  out  by  dint  of  Importunity,  or 
force  of  Example,  that  deferves  to  be  accounted 
a  iuft  Expreffion  of  this  Duty.  It  fhould  be  al-. 
ways  the  Refult  of  a  fix’d,  and  habitual  Bene¬ 
volence,  of  fuch  a  Goodnefs  and  Tendernefs  of 
Mind  as  neither  wants  nor  waits  for.  Provo¬ 
cation,  but  is  at  all  Times  ready,  of  its  own 
Accord,  to  look  out  and  feek  for  Opportunities  of 
doing  good  to  the  Souls  or  Bodies  of  Men  ; 
and,  when  fuch  Opportunities  are  either  found 
or  do  prefent  themfelves,  performs^the  proper 
Office,  not  grudgingly,  or  as  of  Necemty, 
but  with  abounding  Chearfulnefs  becoming 
the  Service  of  God,  who  loveth  the  chearjul 
and  rewardeth  the  willing  and  obedient 
Servant.  Whatever  good  Works  proceed  not 
upon  this  Principle  of  endeavouring,  as  much 
as  lyeth  in  us,  the  Good  and-  Happinefs  of  a 
Men,  as  moft  agreeable  to  the  Will  and  Ap¬ 
pointment  of  God,  is  undouotcdly  but  a  a  e 
Show,  is  Intrigue  or  Vanity,  may  be  blowing 
the  Trumpet  or  lifting  or  Followers,  but  can 
never  be  the  Grace  commended  by  St.  Pauly 

that  Chriftian  Charity  without  which,  if  a  Man 

gives 
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gives  all  his  Goods  to  the  Poor,  the  Profufion 
ftiall  profit  him  nothing. 

That,  for  Inftance,  can  be  no  Gofpel  Libe¬ 
rality  which  flows  not  from  the  Benignity  of 
the  Heart,  but  the  Weaknefs  of  the  Head,  over¬ 
reach’d,  or  over-aw’d  by  Ufurpations,  or  Im- 
poftures.  That  can  be  no  good  Work,  which 
is  given  to  no  good  Ufe ;  given,  not  to  relieve 
Mens  Wants,  or  reform  their  Manners,  but  to 
purchafe  Pardon  for  old  Sins,  or  Licence  for 
new  ones;  that  can  never  be  the  faithful  and 
the  acceptable  Charity,  which,  (inftead  of  bring¬ 
ing  Glory  to  God,  and  Increafe  to  his  Gofpel, 
as  our  charitable  Foundations  do,  by  being  Eyes- 
to  the  Blind,  and  Feet  to  the  Lame,  Food  and  Phy- 
fic,  and  Difcipline  to  fuch  as  want  them)  idly 
waftes  itfelf  on  Crufadoes,  Pilgrimages  and  Pro- 
ceffions, on  Roods,  and Reliqu.es,  Agnus Dei' s, 

and  fuch  like  empty  Shows  of  Devotion.. 

Thofe  were  the  genuine,  as  they  are  the 
more  ufeful  Expreffions  of  Chriftian  Charity, 
which  appear’d  as  the  Firft-Fruits  of  our  Re¬ 
formation  upon  the  Expulfion  of  Popery  with 
all  its  idle  and  voracious  Retinue.  I  mean,  the; 
Endowments  of  Schools,  and  Hofpitals-,  the 
Light  and  Ufe  of  which  good  Works  difplay 
themfelyes  in  all  Parts  of  our  Land,  but  more 
abundantly  in  this  Metropolis,  ever  famous  for 
her  Hofpitalities,  truly  a  Mather  in  her  indul¬ 
gent.  Proviflons  for  the  Wants  and  Misfortunes 
of  all  her  Children,  and  to  the  other  Cities  of 


the  Land,  a  worthy  Pattern  of  pious,  and  faith¬ 
ful  (Economy.  So  that  fhould  the  Fan  tors  of 
Eopery  renew  againfl  us  their  Charge  of  Sacri- 
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lege,  fhould  they  accufe  us,  as  the  Heathens  of 
old  accufed  the  primitive  Chriftians,  for  having 
taken  up  a  new,  and  cheap  Religion,  only  to 
fave  the  Cods  and  Charges  of  the  old  - — -  we 
may  juftly  anfwer  them  in  the  Words  of  a  lear¬ 
ned  Apologift  in  that  Age,  “  It  is  true  we  wajle 
“  not  fo  much  Wealth  as  you  do  in  empty  Shows , 
cc  and  fuperjlitious  Oblations ,  but  we  fpend  more 
“  in  Charity ,  in  true  Chrijiian  Charity ,  on  the 
u  Poor  and  Needy ,  than  all  your  cojlly  Devo - 
*c  tions  amount  to.” 

For  though,  upon  the  Diffolution  of  Mona- 
fteries  nine  Parts  in  ten,  as  fome  compute,  of 
their  redundant  Wealth,  were  redo  red  to  the 
Body  of  the  People,  from  whofe  mifguided 
Zeal  they  had  receiv’d  it,  yet,  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  Part  hath  there  been  fuch  an  happy  In- 
creafe,  of  the  Fragments  left,  fo  many  Bafkets 
full,  that  out  of  this  one  Tenth  fo  recover’d 
from  Mifapplication  and  Abufe,  Schools  and 
Hofpitals  have  been  erected,  many  more  in 
Number  than  the  Monaderies  fupprefs’d;  and 
the  Poor  and  Impotent  Fed  and  Taught,  Re¬ 
form’d,  and  Redor’d  to  themfelves  and  the 
Common-Wealth  in  our  Protedant  Convents, 
are  and  have  been  not  only  ten  Times  as  many, 
but  ten  thoufand  Times  better  intituled  to  the 
Charity  of  Chriftians ,  than  thofe  Legions  of 
Papal  Partizans  aforetime  quarter’d  in  our  Mo¬ 
nadic  Barracks,  to  Eat  up  the  Good  of  the 
Land,  to  drain  the  Wealth  of  it  into  foreign 
Coffers,  and  Rule  with  Rods  of  Iron,  the  Ru¬ 
lers  of  cur  People. 


*  And 
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And  as  it  was  no  Deviation  from,  but  a  jufl 
and  clofe  Profecution  of  the  original  Plan  of 
your  famous  Proteftant  Foundations,  when,  in 
the  latter  End  of  the  laft  Century,  and  under 
Apprehenfions  of  the  Return  of  Popery,  the 
wife  Men  of  that  Time  fet  themfelves  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  competent  Number  of  fmaller  Hofpitals, 
or  parochial  Nurferies  for  the  Chriftian  Educa¬ 
tion  of  poor  deftitute  Children ,,  and  for  fecu - 
ring  to  the?n  Learning  enoughy  with  their  Pro - 
tejlant  Liberty ,  to  read  their  Biblesr  to  fee  with 
their  own  Eyes ,  and  judge  with  their  own  Un- 

derfandings . - 1  fay - As  this  - from 

the  latter  End  of  the  laft  Century,  was  the 
Progrefs  of  our  reform’d  Devotions,  conforma¬ 
ble  to  the  Judgment  of  the  firft  Reformers, 
and  as  our  Fathers  offer’d  thefe  Adis  of  Mercy, 
as  Sacrifices  feafonable,  and  proper,  for  aver¬ 
ting  the  Judgments  then  apprehended,  fo,  now, 
at  this  Time,  when  we  are  again  alarm’d  by 
the  Boldnefs  and  Induftry  of  the  Popifh  Emiffa- 
ries,  it  muft  be  a  feafonable  Comfort  to  be  af- 
fared,  as  we  are,  that  the  yearly  Colonies  fent 
out  from  thefe  Nurferies,  carry  with  them,  to 
all  the  Places  where  they  are  planted,  a  gene¬ 
ral  Notion  of  the  fundamental  Difference  be¬ 
tween  our  Religion  and  that  of  the  Roma- 
nifts,  viz.  that  ours  is  a  fcriptural  Religion, 
theirs ,  as  to  all  Points ,  in  Controverfy  between 
us ,  not  to  be  found  in  the  Bible  ! 

A  feafonable  Comfort,  to  be  thus  affurdd,, 
that  by  this  evangelical  Preparation,  the  Seed 
of  good  Knowledge  thus  fown,  and  growing 
up,  as  the  Scholars  grow  in  Years,  and  Under- 

{landing,, 
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Handing,  the  darkeft  Comers  of  our  Land,  will 
be  fo  replenish’d  with  Gofpel  Light,  and  Lear¬ 
ning,  that  where’er  the  Deceivers  Shall  creep 
in,  with  their  Purgatory,  Pilgrimages,  Saints, 
and  Reliques,  with  their  Penances,  Pardons  and 
Purifications,  and  the  reft  of  their  Devices,  the 
leafl  Learned  of  our  Catechumens,  will  be  pre¬ 
pared  not  only  to  confound  their  profoundeft 
Doctors,  with  this  one  puzzling  Question  • — — 
What  Warrant  of  Scripture  have  you  for  thefe 
Things?  But  to  perform  alfo  the  Part  of  good 
Citizens,  as  well  as  of  good  Chriftians,  in  as 
much  as  Scripture  Knowledge  raifes  Mens  Re¬ 
gards  for  their  civil,  as  well  as  for  their  reli¬ 
gious  Constitutions,  not  only,  as  Knowledge  in 
every  Degree  contributes  towards  Mens  making 
due  Estimates  of  their  Social  Rights,  but  as 
Scripture  Knowledge  in  an  efpecial  Manner  ex¬ 
plains,  and  invigorates  the  Principle  of  a  willing, 
and  unforced  Obedience  to  Government,  from 
this  awful  Confideration,  that  it  is  the  Ordi¬ 
nance  of  God,  for  the  Good  of  Mankind!  A  Prin¬ 
ciple  which  is ,  undoubtedly, - -  the  highefl  Se¬ 

curity  to  the  higher  Power ,  at  the  fame  Time  as 
it  fuggefs  the  flrongeft  Reafons  againft  all  undue 
Extenfons  of  it  ! 

Juftly  may  we  in  the  Words  of  Mofes  fay  to 
our  Ifrael ,  what  Nation  is  there  that  hath  Sta¬ 
tutes  and  Judgments  fo  righteous  ?  And  what 
could  we,  as  a  People,  have  defired  more,  than 
to  have  this  Happinefs,  as  we  now  hope  it  is, 
fully  and  extensively  understood.  For,  as  the 
Lan thorn  of  God’s  Word  lights  the  Bible-Scho- 
Jars  to  the  cleareft  Knowledge  of  this  great 

1  Branch 
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Branch  of  their  Hap  pine  fs,  fo  riuift  it  di/pofe 
them  to  be,  of  all  Men,  nloft  thankful  and  zea* 
lous  for  it,  '.devoutly  careful  to  pray  foi*  the 
Continuance  of  it,  and  forward,  on  juft  Occa- 
iions,  with  Chriftian  Fortitude,  to  expofe  even 
their  Lives  for  the  Defence,  and  Frefervation  of 


it. 
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Let  then  the  Idolatrous,  or  the  Prophane  de- 
fpife ,  as  they  are  wont,  the  Annies  of  the  Living 
God !  The  Armour  of  Righteoufnefs,  a  Senfe  of 
Religion,  will  be  found,  in  the  Day  of  Battle, 
the  compleateft  Armour  againft  every  Weapon, 
againft  all  Attempts  of  fecret  Fraud,  or  open 
Violence :  And  if  in  tliefe  Schools  this  Arma¬ 
ture,  or  the  Matter  of  it  is  prepared,  this  Ser¬ 
vice  fets  a  Value  on  the  Xnftitution,  fhews  it  to 
be  a  Pearl  of  Price  in  our  Field ,  fufficient  to 
juftify  againft  all  Exceptions  the  Wifdom  of  thofe 
Merchants  who  have  laid  out ,  and  yet  lay  out 
for  the  Purchafe  of  it. 

But  tho’  we  fee,  with  Thankfulnefs,  the 
Wifdom,  and  the  publick  Spirit  which  wrought 
fo  glorioufly  in  our  firft  Reformers,  to  have  de¬ 
fended,  and,  at  this  Time,  to  reft  on  many 
of  their  Children,  yet  can  it  not  be  faid,  that  all 
are  Ifrael ,  who  are  of  IJrael !  Some  fall  fhort 
of  the  Spirit  of  their  Religion,  and  of  the  Piety 
of  their  Fathers,  not  careful  to  maintain  good 
Works ,  in  Proportion  to  their  T alents ! 

And  this  leads  us,  in  the  next  Place,  to  fet  out 
the  Reafons,  why  they  who  are  rich  in  this 
World,  are  more  efpecially  to  be  called  upon, 
and  earneftly  prefled  to  this  Duty. 


C  1  Firft, 
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Fir jt>  One  obvious  Reafon  arifes  from  that 
Infatuation  which  is  obferv’d,  many  Times,  to 
feize  one  Sort  of  thriving^  wealthy  Men;  they 
feem  to  be  the  wakeful  Guardians  rather  than 
the  happy  Owners  of  their  Stores!  They  are  in- 
fatiably  greedy  of  Money  whofe  whole  Value  is 
in  its  Ulefulnefs,  and  yet  they  cannot  ufe  it, 

when  they  have  it!  .  .  ilsfoJhLsdt  ned* 

This  is  an  Evil,  as  Solomon  obferves,  common 
amongft  Men ;  there  is  a  Man  to  whom  God 
hath  given  Riches ,  Wealthy  and  Honour ,  ft  that 
he  wanteth  nothing  of  all  that  his  Soul  defret  ft 
and  yet  he  hath  not  power  to  eat  thereof  ;  Ecch 
vh  i.  Much  lefs  hath  he  Power  to  give  thereof 
unto  others,  or  to  do  therewith,  any  A<£t  of  Li¬ 
berality  or  Beneficence.  The  End  of  all  his 
Projects  and  Purfuits*  is  to  be  Rich ;  and  then 
very  Rich;  and  yet  can  he  never  think  himfelf 
Rich  enough  to  enjoy  the  Fruits  of  his  Labours, 
to  rejoice  and  do  good  in  his  Life.  r 

Secondly ,  Another  Reafon,  for  this,  may  be, 
that  Riches  do  often  invite  their  Owners  to  ex¬ 
pen  five  Luxuries,  the  Support  of  v/hich,  fre¬ 
quently  makes  larger  Demands  upon  their  Funds, 
than  their  ordinary  Produce  can  well  fuppiy. 
And  when  Men  are  once  taken  in  this  Snare,, 
they  become  hard  to  their  Servants,  cruel  to  their 
Tenants,  exacting  and  rigorous  with  all  their 
Correfpondents,  fagacious  in  forefeeing,  and  as 
dexterous  in  declining  all  Invitations  to'  Expence 
on  any  pious  or  charitable  Oceafion.  In  a 
Word,,  fordidly  tenacious  of  what  they  :ha<ve, 

and  infatiably  greedy  of  more  - - that  they  may 

confume  it  upon  their  Lufts!  Whilft  others  of 
.  i  ■  meaner 
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meaner  Fortunes,  wlfelj  co renting  thqmfelves 

within  .the  fiends’  whicli'.G oci  and  Nature' have 

aflign’d  them,  do  hereby  fecure  a  Sufficiency 
m  pfiE  ,  t .  1  a  -  -  — ’ /is  noffSnmal 

not  omy  for  amwermgall  legal, Demands,  with 

Satisfaction  to  all,  but  alfo  for  giving  to  fueh  as 
want,  and  for  doing  fucli  Adis  of  Beneficence 
as  are  fuitable  to  their  Rank  and  Station  in  the 
World.  — —  This  then  is  alfo  a  Reafon  why  the 
Rich  are  more  efpecially  to  be  reminded  of  this 
Duty;  they  lye  more  expofed  than  other  Men  to 
the  Temptations  of  Luxury,  and  to  facrifice  to 
their  V anities  that  Portion  of  their  Goods  which 
fhould  be  fet  apart  for  the  Honour  of  God,  and 
the  Comfort  of  their  indigent  Brethren  — . 

4 Thirdly ,  Another  Reafon  may  be  taken  from 
their  great  Danger  of  being  fo  elated  with  their 
Wealth,  as  to  forget  the  Hand  that  gave  it,  and 
the  End  for  which  it  was  given. 

This  was  the  Cafe  of  the  Rich  Man  in  the 
Gofpel ;  when  his  Grounds  brought  jorthfo  plen¬ 
tifully  that  he  had  no  Room  where  to  bejlow  his 
Fruit s,  inftead  of  laying  by  for  Charity  as  the 
Lord  had  profperd  him ,  inftead  of  fetting  out, 
as  a  wife  and  faithful  Steward  would  have  fet  out, 
a  juft  Proportion  for  the  Stranger,  the  Levitey 
the  Fatherlefs,  and  the  Widow ;  for  loofng  the 
heavy  Burthen ,  for  letting  the  Pr  if  oner  go  free  * 
he  turns  his  Thoughts  intirely  to  the  enlarging 
his  Barns,  and  feafting  his  Senfes,  without  the 
leaft;  Regard  for  his  Fellow  Servants,  or  Thank- 
fulnefs  to  the  great  God  who  had  given  the  lu¬ 
cre afe.  Such  is  the  Weaknefs  of  Man's  Nature ! 
Unable  to  bear  abounding  Blefiings !  And  fuch  is 
the  Ground  of  that  Caution  given  by  Mofes  to 
bis  People,  when  God  fhould  blefs  thee  with 

C  2  Profpe- 
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rity,  then  —  then  efpecially  to  beware  left  they 

for  gat  the  Lord,  Deut.  vi.  12. 

And  this  fame  is  the  Ground  of  that  fhidt 
Injunction  given  by  St.  Paul  to  fimothy,  and  in. 
him  to  all  Minifters  of  the  Gofpel,  to  charge 
thofe  who  are  rich  in  this  JV or  Id,  that  they  be 
not  high-minded  nor  truft  in  uncertain  Riches , 
but  in  the  Living  God ;  that  they  do  goo  f  be  rea¬ 
dy  to  difribute ,  and  fo  on  —  .  Intimating  theie- 
by,  that  an  ordinary  Exhortation  was  not  fufli- 
cient  for  this  Sort  of  extraordinary  Men  f  they 
were  to  be  prefs’d,  it  feems,  and  authoritatively 
charged  to  do  their  Duty,  in  this  Article.. . 

Fourthly,  Another  Reafon  why  the  Rich  are 
more  efpecially  to  be  reminded  of  this  Duty,  st¬ 
rifes  from  this  Confideration,  that  they,  if  they 
happily  avoid  the  Snares  that  lye  in  the  Cumu¬ 
lations  of  Wealth,  if  they  can  take  fuch  heed, 
as  neither  to  doat  upon  their  Stores^  nor  diffipate 
them  in  Exceffes;  if  they  can  preferve  themfelves 
from  being  elated  by  their  Wealth,  01  inflavecl 
by  it,  and  learn  to  ufe  it  foberly ,  and  in  the 
Fear  of  God,  are  undoubtedly,  of  all  Men,  beff 
qualify  d  for  the  Duty  of  the  Text,  the  Duty  of 
abounding  unto  good  Works,  as  they  abound 
with  the  Means  and  Capacities  for  them  3  may, 
if  they  have  the  happy  Turn,  be  as  Gods  to 
their  Brethren ,  Ihower  down  upon  them  the 
Bleffings  of  this  Life,  and  the  Helps  to  a  better; 
do  the  Things  that  are  great  and  good  too,  large 
as  their  Hearts,  and  great  as  their  Fortunes. 

Of  this,  /.  *>.  of  the  great  and  good  Things 
to  be  done  by  the  Rich  and  Great,  with  theii 
happy  EffeCts,  were  we  to  produce  Examples, 
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this  City  alone  would  furnifh  Inflances  in  abun¬ 
dance,  Infiances  of  wife,  and  faithful  Men,  who, 
by  this  godly  Thrift,  have  adorn’d  their  Religion, 
and  their  Houfes  too.  The  yearly  Increafe  of 
this  City’s  Wealth,  and  Splendor,  under  the 
conftant  Growth  of  her  Power,  and  Credit,  fa¬ 
mous,  as  it  is,  in  all  the  World,  is  not  more  vi- 
fible,  than  the  happy  Caufe  to  which  we  pioully 
afcribe  it,  namely,  The  Bleffing  of  God  on  the 
Liberality  of  her  Citizens ,  abounding  as  we  fee 
ity  unto  fo  ?nany  Adis  of  Chriflian  Charity ,  and 
public k  Utility.

Wants.  This  grand  Obftrudtiqh  to  all  good  and 
brave  Defigns,  this  common  Refuge  of  alb  for¬ 
did,  felfiffi,  narrow- fpirited  Men;  our  Apoftle 
here  endeavours  to  take  away,  by  affefting  it  to 
be,  as  indeed  it  is,  a  vain  and  groundlefs  Ter¬ 
ror;  forafmuch  as  God  who  had  given  to  his 
Servants  the  Promifes  of  the  Life  that  now  is , 
as  well  as  of  the  Life  that  is  to  come ,  and  is  able 
to  perform  thofe  Promifes,  would,  of  very 
Faithfulnefs,  fo  caufe  the  Fruits  of  their  Righ- 
teoufnefs  to  abound,  that  they  fhould  be,  not  the 
poorer ,  but  the  richer  for  their  Liberalities.

That  the  Revenue  of  the  Hofpital  having  greatly  buffered  by  feve- 
ral  dreadful  Fires  in  and  about  London ,  and  otherwife,  and  the  Go¬ 
vernors  having  been  at  vaft  Expence,  for  accommodating  poor  Or¬ 
phans,  in  Purchafing  and  Building  of  convenient  Houfes,  or  Nurfe- 
ries,  at  Hertford  and  Ware  for  their  Reception,  and  in  maintaining 
of  Mailers,  Ufhers,  and  other  proper  Officers  there  :  And  the  Sick 
Ward  in  the  faid  Hofpital  having  by  length  of  Time  become  ruinous, 
and  in  great  Danger  of  falling,  hath  unavoidably  occaiiorfd  the  re¬ 
building  of  the  fame,  which  has  been  Unified  at  a  very  great  Expence 
of  the  Money  of  the  faid  Hofpital :  And  the  annual  Increafe  of  Chil¬ 
dren  having  made  it  abfolutely  neceilary  for  the  Governors  to  engage

By  reafon  of  the  great  Antiquity  of  the  faid  Hofpital  the  great  Hall 
ufed  for  the  Refort  of  the  Governours  at  their  General  Courts,  the 
Compting-houfe  where  the  Committees  of  the  Governours  met  for 
the  Difpatch  of  the  Bulinefs  of  the  Hofpital,  the  Rooms  for  the  taking 
in  and  difeharging  the  poor  Patients,  the  Kitchen,  and  other  neceffa. 
ry  Offices  were  become  ruinous  and '  dangerous,  which  moved  the 
Governors  by  a  Voluntary  Subfcription  among  themfelves  and  other 
Charitable  Perfons,  to  begin  a  new  Building  of  fuch  neceffary  Offices 
for  the  Accommodation  of  the  Governours  and  poor  Patients  in  the 
Management  of  that  Charity,  which  is  now  finifhed  ;  and  feveral  of 
fhe  old  Wards  for  the  Entertaining  and  Lodging  of  the  poor  Patients 
are  alfo,  through  Age,  become  under  the  fame  Neceffity  of  being 
Rebuilt,  for  which  Reafon  the  Governors  have  prepared  a  Plan  for 
carrying  on  fuch  future  Buildings,  fo  as  to.  anfwer  one  Delign,  and  to 
become  in  Time  a  regular  Square  ;  and  thereby  Room  Will  be  made 
for  the  Reception  of  a  much  greater  Number  of  Patients  than  can 
now  be  received.

The  Number  of  Poor  Perfons  Taken  in  and  Difcharged  this  Year, 
falls  very!  fliort  of  the  Numbers  in  former  Years,  by  reafon  that  feve¬ 
ral  Wards  have  been  Rebuilding.  Much  of  the  Revenue  of  this  Hofpital 
hath  been  deftroyed  by  feveral  dreadful  Fires  in  London  and  Parts  ad¬ 
jacent;  and  feveral  Parts  of  the  Hofpital  being  fome  Years  fince  grown 
very  old  and  ruinous,  and  unfit  for  the  Reception  of  the  Poor,  the 
Governors  thereof,  with  their  own  Money,  rebuilt  the  fame,  with 
fucli  Enlargements,  as  rendered  it  capable,  of  receiving  z.  great  Addw 
tion  of  Patients.  .

Thefe  Vagabond?,  Beggars,  have  proper  Relief,  and  are  em¬ 
ployed  in  beating  Hemp  and  wafhing  Linnen ;  who  by  God’s  Blef- 
fing  and  thefe  Means,  have  been  brought  tp:  a  right  Senfe  of  their 
Crimes :  And  many  of  them  have  reformed,  and  ufed  an  honeft  fo¬ 
ri  uilry  afterwards  for  their  Livelihoods.  , 

Of  the  Children  hefe  educated  fince  -the  Year  1701,  there  hath 
been  difcharged  and  placed  forth  Apprentice  to  Officers  of  Ships,  to 
Trades,  and  to  Service  in  feveral  good  Families,  (befides  thofe  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  prefent  Account)  two  thoufand  four  hundred  and  twelve ; 
and  within  that  Time  fixteen  thoufand  nine  hundred  and  twenty 
four  Vagabonds,  Beggars,  £sY.  (among  which  were  feveral  notorious 
Impoftors,  pretending  to  be  Lame,  Dumb  and  Blind)  have  been 
committed,  and  punifhed  with  Confinement  and  hard  Labour  in  the 
Manner  above  mentioned. 

-  Of-  the  Children  there  has  died  two  hundred  and  ninety  feven,  and 
of-'the  Vagabonds  one  hundred  and  eighty  nine. 

The  Children  and  all  others  in  this  Work-Houfe,  are  required  to. 
attend  Divine  Service  Morning  and  Evening,  which  (in  a  convenient 
Place)  is  there  regularly  and  duly  performed. 

By  the  afore-mentioned-  A61  of  Parliament,  Power  is  granted  for 
the  Prefident  and  Governors  of  this  Corporation,  (without  Licence  in 
Mortmain)  to  purchafe  or  receive  any  Lands,  Tenements,  and  He¬ 
reditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  Value  of  three  thoufand  Pounds, 
of  the  Gift,  Alienation  or  Devife  of  any  Perfon  or  Perfons ;  and  any 
Goods,  Chattels,  or  Sums  of  Money  whatfoever,  to  be  applied  to  the 
Ufes  aforefaid.  But  as  yet  the  prefent  real  Eftate  belonging  to  the  faid 
Corporation  (befides  the  Ground  on  which  the  Work-House  is 
fituate)  amounts  to  little  ilnur  one  hundred  Pounds  per  Annum ; 
and  the  neceflary  JExpence  far  exceeding  the  yearly  Income,  has  very 
much  increafed  the  Debts  of  .the  Houfe,  and  prevented  the  farther 
good  Defigns  intended  thereby  :  It  is  therefore  humbly  hoped,  good 
and  well-difpofed  Perfons  will  be  pleafed  to  encourage  and  charitably 
affift  this  moflufeful  and  beneficial  Work ;  that  fo,  for  the  future,  it 
may  be  render’d  more  ferviceable  to  the  Publick,  and  carried  on  with 
greater  Succefs :  By  which  Means  poor  deftitute  Children  will  be  Edu¬ 
cated,  Maintained,  and  Employed,  and  kept  from  the  Diftrefs  and 
Miferies  thofe  fuffer  who  want  fuch  an  Education ;  and  pilfering  and 
other  ftroling  Vagrants,  flurdy  Beggars,  lewd  Night-walkers,  and  fuch 
other  idle  diforderly  Perfons,  being  punifhed  with  Confinement  and 
hard  Labour,  may  (from  thofe  evil  and  very  pernicious  Pra&ices)  be 
thereby  corrected,  retrained,  and  reformed.
